HOW  IS  YOUR  HEALTH? 

On  May  29,  1944,  tests  were  begun  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Keeling,  to 
determine  the  existence  of  anemia  in 
those  Farm  Credit  employees  who  were 
interested.  A hemoglobenometer  pur- 
chased by  the  Farm  Credit  Club  was  used 
for  this  purpose.  Through  November  30, 
1944,  350  employees  requested  tests. 
Rechecks  in  some  cases  brought  the  num- 
ber of  tests  made  to  555.  After  finding 
that  they  were  below  normal*  125  employ- 
ees consulted  Dr.  Keeling.  Some  were 
referred  to  their  personal  physicians 
for  further  investigation  and  treatment; 
others,  who  showed  signs  of  nutritional 
anemia,  were  given  dietary  instructions 
and  a prescription  for  supplementary 

minerals  and  vitamins.  When  the  course 
of  treatment  was  completed*  a recheck  - 
showed  marked  Improvement  in  every  case, 


and  periodic  checks  show  that  those,  who 
availed  themselves  of  this  service  bene- 
fited greatly. 

The  work  is ' still  going' on  and  will  be 
continued  as  long  as  there  is  need  for 
it.  This  is  a service  which  is  avail- 
able to  every  Farm.  Credit  employee.  (JDC)
